PEACOCK THEATRE 


A GERMAN COMEDY 


Herr Heino Lembke produced an 
eighteenth century German four-act comedy, 
“Die “Deutschen Kleinstaedter,’’ by August 
von Kotzebue, under. the auspices of the 
Dublin University Modern Languages 
Society at the Peacock Theatre last night to 
a fairly well-filled house; members of the

The play reveals the absurdities of the 
small provincial -town, its exaggerations, 
gossip, rautual admirations and jealousies. 
A young man called Olmers comes with a 
letter of introduction from the Minister. He 
enters the town as a count and swiftly 
through falsely reached conclusions, becomes 
a king. But when he explains his name 
is merely Olmers he falls from favour It 
is marked down against him that he ad- 
dresses people by insufficient titles, does not 
kiss hands often enough, and fails to praise 
the cake. He is in love with the daughter 
of the house, and although he might be de- 
scribed as a good match, he is turned down 
by a family council. Having made an 
appointment with his Sabine he witnesses 
another distressful scene of the small pro- 
vincial town type. Then, his all but 
fiancée, is discovered hiding with him and 
taken at first to be a female prisoner—the 
cause of the excitement of the elders of the 
town—who escaped from prison with a ham. 
It is now that Olmers becomes master, for 
he is in a position to point out how far 
the Mayor of | the town, who was to hold a 
celebration on the following day, will seem 
to have failed in his duty in the face of 
this triumph of lawlessness.

Women of the Trees 


In England the Men of the Treés, haye 
done such magnificent work that one hears 
with intense pleasure that a valiant band 
of Irishwomen have started this great 
beauty scheme in Dublin—the planting of 
trees along our roadsides. hen one 
realises the time it takes to bring these 
saplings to maturity, the work cannot be 
too rapidly accomplished to replete the 
devastation of centuries. Mrs, Murray 
Guthrie, whose beautiful home in the Isle 
of Mul], was visited by the great tornado 
this season, had 4,000 trees blown down. 


She thought that there were about 5,000 


trees on the estate, she told me, but, on 
counting the fallen timber, it was 
found that 4,000 magnificent trees, many, 


no doubt, hundreds of years of age, were 


destroyed. She was much distressed. It 
was a complete change of the landscape. 
I mention this fact in connection with the 
work now begun by the Irish Road Tree 
Association. While the planters will watch 
with joy the development of the young 
trees, what are we going to do to prevent 
wilfnl vandalism in tearing them from 
their roots? 


Mrs. Ninian Falkiner 


Mrs. Ninian Falkiner, who, with Mrs. 
Henry H. Dickson, is acting as Secretary 
to the Roadside Trees Assgciation, said 
that she hoped the children in the schoo!s 
would have their attention drawn to this 
work, and thus they might create a civic 
spirit among the young peopie, and pre- 
vent vandalism, such as has been. dis- 
covered among mischievous schoolboys 
and girls. I believe it is very easy to 
appeal to the best side of the youngsters 
It has a greater effect than punishment, 
and many teachers verify this attitude. 
This Association is one of the most hope- 
ful signs of the new Dublin about to arise. 
It is composed of those competent to act 
as judges and advisers on the selection 
and planting of trees and shrubs to 
beautify the country. The approach to 
our suburbs or to our city from the 
suburbs should be very beautiful. We 
have the natural background, and now 
the Road Tree Association is under- 


taking the planting and preservation of 
decorative and useful trees. They are 
asking the people to plant fruit trees in 
their front gardens, so that the spring 
may be heralded with blossoms and the 
landscape enhanced by the _ flowering 
shrubs. Above all, the Association wants 
members in every part of Ireland; for, 
while the movement had its birth here, 
the committee want to see it grow 
in town and village through 
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which the roads of Ireland pass. This 
organisation working with the Dublin 
Corporation, like all great voluntary 
societies, must be given a true welcome 
by all who love the beautiful and take 
pride in our countryside, With an annual 
subscription of 2s. 6d. the Association 
ought soon to have thousands of followers 
and enthusiastic helpers. 


Dearth of Plays 


I hear there is still a dearth of plays 
for Dublin audiences, and that the 
dramas, especially the comedies, which 
the Abbey Theatre is seeking, are not 
forthcoming from young authors. I was 
glad to hear that Mr. Lennox Robinson 
is hard at work on a new comedy. He 
is at present on a visit with Miss Edith 
Wharton, who has a charming villa at 
Cannes. Both Mr. and Mrs. Lennox 
Robinson went to Cannes some weeks ago, 
and Mr. Robinson tells me he was try- 
ing to write while Mrs. Robinson was 
painting in the brilliant sunshine. There 
are many friends of theirs staying in 
the South at present, but Mr. Robinson 
was glad to meet his friend, Miss Whar- 
ton, and, no doubt, she has made him 
set to work in earnest. Mrs. Robinson 
may give an exhibition of her work, as 
she did last year, when she gave a show 
of her pictures painted at Biarritz at her 
Dalkey home. 


The Hutton Family 


I hear that Professor Waterhouse, who 
gave such an interesting lecture at the 
Royal Dublin Society on Guesecke, is very 
anxious to discover some interesting note 
books, which are missing from a series 
left by Giesecke to the Hutton family, 
and later presented, I think, to the 
Museum or Library. Giesecke, who was 
in the habit of making notes of his 
travels, left a most valuable per yi. 2 
collection to the Huttons. The old family 
held an important place socially in Dublin. 
They were the famous carriage builders, 
and Iremember seeing a fine collection of 
coloured prints of the different types of 
carriages and light cars made by the firm 
which Mrs. M. Hutton has at her home. 
The Huttons were great friends of Thomas 
Davis, and it was in their home that 
he met his fiancée, Ann Hutton. While’ 
their home was the gathering place for 
the young poets and writers in the Young 
Ireland Party, the family did not approve 
of the alliance of Miss Hutton with 
Thomas Davis. Yet they remained faith- 
ful, corresponding all the years until the 
death of Davis had such an effect on the 
young girl that she died also within a 
short. few years, in spite of travel in Italy 
and other countries to regain her health. 
She had promised Davis to translate the 
correspondence of the Papal Legate during 
the Confederation of Kilkenny, which she 
began in Rome. Her mother was, however, 
obliged to finish the work. The Huttons 
were among the cultured Irish families of 
the time, and, no doubt, Giesecke con- 
sidered them worthy recipients of his 
volumes of travel notes.

It was to 
attract the gilded youth of the metro- 
polis, to be the haunt of the slinky Rus- 
sian adventuress, the messenger with the 
secret papers, the international spy, the 
princes incognito, and all the rest of the 
Balkan hotch-potch made familiar by the 
novelists In later years its most 
glamorous guests have been a series of 
those Ministers of State whose sudden rise 
to power, and equally sudden fall, was 
such a diversifying feature of life under 
King Alexander and his frequent changes 
of Cabinet. 

For a little while these comet-like dig- 
nitaries would lord it in the large, rather 
shabby, salons, where the mural paint- 
ings desperately preserve, with the faded 
gentility of an old copy of “ Punch,” 
the spirit of fevered post-War gaiety. 
Here, in the slightly simster-looking pri- 
vate suites, they gave their parties with 
all the abandon of roisterers who may have 
no to-morrow. To-day everything is a 
little hattered, a little tired. One notices, 
as presumably one would not have noticed 
while the gilt was still fresh, that all 
the lights go dim when the lift ascends— 
an effect calculated to give cinema-goers 
an uneasy recollection of the device by 
which the films represent an execution at 
Sing-Sing. One wonders how much gilt 
is required to compensate for the 
plumbers’ freak which causes the eructa- 
tion into one’s bedroom basin at dead of 
night of water which has served its turn 
with somebody else. 


Bedroom Surprises 


The latter was but one feature of a 
bedroom that remained full of surprises. 
On the first evening there was no reading- 
lamp.

If I have dealt at some length with the 
delights of the Court»Hotel..i¢ is because 
it formed my introduction to Belgrade, and 
was in some respects typical of it. It was 
possible to learn something about the 
capital and about Yugoslavia. generally 
without going outside its hospitable walls. 
Here in the ingeniously haphazard 
arrangements of one’s bedroom was be- 
trayed that artistic temperament of the 
Slav, which is so much easicr to live with. 
on the whole, than “the soulless efficiency 
of German or Englishman, «The suffocat- 
ing heat from its radiators ischaracteristic 
of all the public buildings of a city which 
devotes as much care to keeping its rooms 
warm as though it were situated_in Siberia 
in an unusually sévere winter. (Sometimes 
the conditions do approach the Siberian. 
but during the time I spent there it was 
never colder than it might be in Dublin 
at the same season, and the stuffiness of 
the rooms was quite enough to account 
for the prevalence of colds and influenza. ) 
And the slightly battered splendour of the 
place was Belgrade in miniature. 


The City Itself 


arene is magnificently situated on a 
high bluff overlooking twó of the greatest 
rivers in Europe—the Danube and the 
Sava. Its history is a long one, going 
back to the mysterious Illyrians of five or 
six centuries before Christ. The Celts 
have held it, the Romans have held it, 
Byzantium has held it. Serbs; Hungarians 
and Turks fought for it from the twelfth 
century to the sixteenth. But for nearly 
three centuries the Turks maintained it 
against the assaults of -Christendom. 
Driven out by Austria in 1717, they were 
back again in 1739, and they remained 
there, except for one brief period of 
reverse, until the beginning of last 
century. In 1806 came the great Serb 
renaissance, and Kara (Black) George, 
founder of the Karageorgevitch dynasty and 
great-grandfather of the late Alexander, 
set up his standard in the city. Hereafter 
the rising tide of Serb nationalism and 
the waning power of Islam were to decide 
its destiny. Turks recaptured it a 
few years later, but the Serbians were not 
to be denied. In 1830 they gained a quali- 
fied independence; in 1867 the Turkish 
governor handed the keys«of the citadel 
to Prince Michael, of the. Obrenovitch 
dynasty, which had replaced Kara George. 
Despite the internal troubles of Serbia 
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ra House (centre), the 


now developed rapidly. 
Turkish provincial town it became larger 
and more European, and just before the 
War it had some 90,000. inhabitants. 

To go more deeply into the incredibly 
complicated annals of the Balkans would 
call for a knowledge which the present 
writer unblushingly disclaims. Some 
acquaintance with its history, however, 
is desirable if the visitor is to understand 
at all the city’s varied features. My own 
knowledge of it was virtually confined to 
the lines which begin : | 

‘“‘ An Austrian army, awfully arrayed 

Boldly by battery besiege rade, 

Cossack commanders cannonading come, 

Deal dire destruction’s devastating doom,”’ 
and which work through the agreeable 
‘‘ Tust Iesu, instant imnocence instil!’ to

Actually the latest oí the several occa- 
sions upon which an Austrian army has 
appeared before Belgrade is where the 
history of the city in our day begins. 
Belgrade suffered terribly in the Great 
War, and when the outcome of that 
struggle left her free apparently for ever 
from the Austrian menace the former 


Serbian capital was largely in ruins. 
The Building Fever

The general effect of Belgrade upon the 
visitor.is not at first wholly pleasing. On 
my first morning, a Sunday, I walked 
despondently through the empty streets of 
a town which seemed to have neither 
aichitectural beauty nor fullness of life 
to recommend it. After the sunshine of 
Delmatia, it was a grey and chilly plc:e. 
This must be said in excuse for the formal 
gesture of displeasure which seemed called 
for. I found myself upon a bridge 
spanning a mighty river—my first sight of 
the Danube. It was a moment which should 
have been not without excitement. But I 
disliked Belgrade, had not been greatly 
taken with my breakfast egg, had a slight 
indigestion. In any case, all will allow 
that there is a dreadful fascination about 
a high bridge and a wide river. I cele- 
brated my discovery of the Danube by 
spitting into it. It seemed in keeping 
with the perversity of fate that the stream 
so favoured should have proved after- 
wards to have been the Sava, at a few 
hundred yards above the confluence of the 
two rivers. Later I inspected the real 
Danube at the great King Peter II. 
bridge and saw a tremendous stream about 
three-quarters of a mile wide, with boats 
near the far bank appearing as dots. It 
was impressive, but it was far from blue. 


Like Dublin 


Belgrade, however, is a town which 
grows upon one. In a day or two I had 
discovered something of its real charm, 
for it was revealed as both lively -and 
friendly. In the latter respect one was 
reminded over and over again of Dublin. 
Both cities are easy-going, both slightly 
shabby, and both happily convinced that 
shabbiness does not matter. Both, again, 
take a simple ae in exaggerating their 
proportions. elgrade now boasts a 
population. of about 400,000, and so does 
Dublin, but this gratifying figure has been 
arrived at in both by adding in the 
populations of outlying districts. Those 
who dislike the parallel may substitute 
Belfast for Dublin. The comparison 
holds good—as regards the size. 

Dublin, however, is markedly deficient 
in what is perhaps the pleasantest feature 
of life in Belgrade. Apart from the large 
kafanas, in which its most interesting 
citizens are usually to be found over a 
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glass of plum spirit or coffee, it possesses 
dozens of restaurants—many of them 
modestly described as “ third class 
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which íor a shilling or so it is sible 
to obtain more than adeguate aatly with 
Hungarian, Russian or gipsy music and 
dancing thrown in. The menu, like the 
music, varies, and one could spend a good 
many evenings in comparig the ¢éuisine of 
the nations from the uncompromising Ger- 
man insistence upon fleisch to the more 
romantic and allusive art of France, gain- 
ing experience on the way from the Ser- 
bian tendency to richness or the endless 
surprises of a Russian meal, 


Bored by Russians
